DON'T RAISE IT 
(Hanna Herald) 


Agitation for a farm strike is 
spreading and the movement may 
develop unexpected strength. The 


big obstacle in the way of its success 
is to get enough farmers to actually 
cut down acreage, There will un- 
doubtedly be a tendency for many 
farmers to increase acreage if they 
are convinced that a larg enumber 
will join the strike. This will re- 
sult in advantages to the non-striker 
the expense of the strikers. 

We would suggest that each farm- 


at 


er who plans on striking should 
protect himself by purhhasing op- 
tions on the Winnipeg exihange, 
providing he can get enough money 
or credit to do so. July wheat is 


now around 50 cents. No farmer 
on the prairies can raise wheat for 
that price. If a farmer had two 
hundred ready for crop he 
could spend the spring and summer 
keeping hig land black and partici- 
pate in any rise in prices if h ehad 
several thousand bushels purchased 
on the future market. 

Who is there among 
farmers who can raise wheat, 
harvest and thresh it, pay the 
handling and freight charges and 
make money at a price ot 50 cents a 
bushel at the lakehead? It can't 
done, It's cheaper to buy 
wheat with the storage paid until 
next summer than to attempt to 
make a living raising it at that 
price 

This scheme is not patented. Any- 
body can test it out if so minded.
